When the program was over, 
the two contestants agreed on at 
least one thing: that this first of 
four nationally televised appear­ 
ances was good for the country 
and would increase the turnout of 
voter* Nov. 8. 
"G O O D '' AN D "U S E F U L 
“Very good,” Nixon said of the 
debate. “Very sharp exchanges. 
Kennedy, standing by, nodded 
and said. “Very useful.” 
While both seemed nervous in 
the studio before the debate start­ 
ed. they were at least moderately 
self-assured once the performance 
got under WD 
Opening the debate, Kennedy 
called for “effective government 
action,” saying: 
“I think it is 
time 
America 
started 
moving 
again.” 
" R E T R E A D S " F R O M T R U M A N 
While Nixon agreed that “we 
are in a deadly competition” with 
Moscow and Peiping, he called 
Kennedy's proposals for moving 
the economy ahead “simply re­ 
treads of the programs of the 
Truman administration.”/ 
He contended, as he has all 
along, that during the Eisenhower 
administration more schools have 
been built and more electric pow­ 
er developed than any administra­ 
tion in history white also building 
more houses and highways. 
Kennedy said he does not think 
“we are doing enough,” that he 
is “not satisfied with the progress 
we are making” with 50 per cent 
of the country's steel capacity un­ 
used. for example. 
E X C H A N G E S ON F A R M P LA N S 
Kennedy said hr would not un­ 
balance the budget except in “a 
grave national em ergency.” but 
that the nation’s needs are so 
great he does not see an oppor­ 
tunity for debt reduction in the 
next few years 
Nixon, chiding 
him. said the Democratic plat­ 
form mentions paring the national 
debt.
